My  mother,  Harriet  E.  Bickford  Mueller,  died  in  1885,  when 
I  was  eight  years  old.  I  knew  the  names  of  her  parents  and  that  the 
family  came  from  Monroe,  Me.  For  years  I  had  wanted  to  learn  more 
and  so  in  the  fall  of  1932  I  made  a  motor  trip  to  Maine  with  the 
primary  object  of  looking  up  my  mother* s  family.  The  most  infor¬ 
mation  I  got  from  any  one  source  was  that  contained  in  a  genealogy 
prepared  by  one  Warren  F.  Bickford,  the  first  trace  of  which  I  got 
in  Bangor,  Maine.  From  there  the  trail  led  to  Muskogee,  Okla.,  back 
to  a  book  dealer  in  Boston  and  from  there  to  the  archives  of  the 
Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  almost  in  my  backyard  here  in 
Cleveland.  On  October  21,  1932,  I  prepared  the  following  memorandum: 

"Warren  F.  Bickford  of  Muskogee,  Okla.  prepared  a  genealogy 
of  that  branch  of  the  Bickford  family  starting  with  George 
Bickford  of  Parsonsf ield,  Maine.  This  was  in  book  form  in 
manuscript.  At  his  death  his  daughter  Mary  sold  the  book 
for  $3.50  to  a  book  dealer  in  Boston.  From  this  book  dealer 
I  learned  that  in  1930  he  had  sold  this  book  at  auction  to 
the  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society,  E,  107th  St.  and 
Euclid  Ave.,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  There  it  is  being  carefully 
kept  in  their  vaults  along  with  other  manuscript  genealogies. 

I  consulted  it  this  morning.  We  may  all  feel  assured  that 
the  book  is  in  good  hands  and  will  be  available  for  reference 
by  anyone  in  the  future  interested  in  Bickford  genealogy. 

The  library  of  the  Society  ranks  fourth  in  the  United  States 
among  libraries  devoted  to  genealogical  research. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  Warren  F.  Bickford  intended 
to  have  copies  of  his  book  made  but  it  was  never  done, 
tk  However,  about  1911,  most  of  it  was  printed  serially  in 
4.^  the  Lewiston  (Maine)  Journal.  Mr.  Ed,  Rowell  of  East 

Dixmont,  Maine,  cut  out  and  pasted  in  a  book  the  genealogy 
1  as  published  in  the  Journal.  It  is  my  further  understand- 
J  ing  that  his  son-in-law,  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Graff am,  245  Mont- 
A  calm  Street,  Holyoke,  Mass.,  has  copied  the  data  in 
*  Mr.  Rowell* s  book." 

Warren  F.  Bickford  began  with  a  certain  George  Bickford 
of  Parsonsf ield,  Maine,  and  in  his  volume  there  appeared  without 
any  attempt  to  substantiate  it,  a  simple  statement  of  the  ancestry 
of  this  George  as  follows: 
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Now  there  was  a  certain  John  Bickford  horn  about  1609-1612, 
who  settled  in  that  part  of  Dover,  N.  H.  which  is  now  part  of  Durham 
and  was  then  known  as  Oyster  River,  and  now  known  as  Durham  Point. 

He  bought  land  on  the  Point  from  one  Darby  Field  in  1645.  This  John 
figured  largely  in  the  early  history  of  Denver,  much  is  known  about 
him  and  at  least  one^of  his  descendants  been  traced  for  several 

generations.  He  is  generally  reputed  to  be  the  immigrant  ancestor 
of  all  the  New  Hampshire  Bickfords  but  this  seems  definitely  to  be 
an  error  as  a  George  and  a  William  Bickford  were  inhabitants  east  of 
the  Kennebec  River  in  1664;  an  Andrew,  a  Lawrence  and  a  William 
Bickford  on  Arrowsic  Island  in  1679;  a  John  Bickford  on  the  Isle  of 
Shoales  in  1642;  a  Benjamin  Bickford  on  the  Isle  of  Shoals  1653;  an 
Edward  Bickford  in  Portsmouth  1660-86;  as  well  as  others. 

Warren  F.  Bickford  thought  that  the  line  of  which  he  wrote 
traced  back  to  this  John  of  Oyster  River,  in  which  thought  he  seems 
to  have  been  in  error.  Not  until  I  discovered  that  there  was  a 
contemporary,  a  John  Bickford  of  Bloody  Point  (now  Newington)  was  I 
able  to  complete  the  line.  The  line  of  which  Warren  wrote  traces 
back  to  John  of  Bloody  Point  and  not  to  John  of  Oyster  River. 

On  p,  51,  Part  I  of  the  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Maine 
and  New  Hampshire  by  Chas.  T.  Libby  there  appears  a  Dover  Tax  List, 
No,  23  of  July,  1677.  This  list  is  in  three  divisions;  (1)  Dover 
Neck  and  Cochecho,  (2)  Bloody  Poynt  and  (3)  Oyster  River.  Under 
Oyster  River  John  Bickford  is  listed.  Under  Bloody  Poynt  John 
Bickford  No.  2  is  listed.  This  would  seem  to  point  conclusively 
to  the  fact  that  there  were  two  John  Bickfords,  contemporaries,  one 
of  Oyster  River  and  one  of  Bloody  Poynt,  That  they  were  not  father 
and  son  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the  second  was  indicated  as 
"No,  2"  and  not  a£  Junior.  It  is  true  that  John  of  Oyster  River  had 
a  son  John,  but  we  have  a  separate  record  of  this  son  who  married 
Temperance  Furber,  while  John  of  Bloody  Poynt  married  Elizabeth  Cator. 

In  Scales  History  of  Dover,  p,  237  appears:-  "Rate  maed 
the  12th,  8th,  1658  for  Mr.  Reyner  his  prevetione"  (a  collection  for 
the  minister).  Under  Bloody  Point  this  list  gives: 

Richard  Catter  1  lb.  Is  1  d 
John  Bickford  0  lb.  13s  10  d 

Again  on  p.  238  "Oyster  River  provition  maed  the  22:9:1659", 
This  list  gives:- 

John  Bickford  1  lb.  6s  8d  (presumably  for  the 
minister)  followed  by  "The  great  rate",  2  lb. 

13s  4d. 
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The  above  two  entries  again  prove  that  there  was  a  John 
Bickford  of  Bloody  Point  and  a  John  Bickford  of  Oyster  River,  living 
contemporaneously . 

Again  in  the  History  of  Durham,  p.  17  it  states:-  "Thirty 
acres  more  were  granted  to  John  Bickford  senior  at  Pox  Point  in  1653, 
showing  that  there  was  another  John  Bickford  in  Dover  at  that  time, 
perhaps  the  Bickford  who  married  a  daughter  of  Richard  Cator  of 
Bloody  Point*" 

It  seems  quite  definitely  established  then  that  there  was 
a  John  Bickford  Senior  and  a  John  Bickford  Junior  at  both  Oyster 
River  and  Bloody  Point,

In  the  spring  of  1933,  following  the  motor  trip  to  Maine 
in  September  1932,  I  prepared  some  notes  under  the  title  "A  Book 
about  Bickfords."  These  were  in  typewritten  form  and  six  copies 
were  made  up.  Subsequent  research  has  not  uncovered  any  errors  of 
consequence  in  those  notes,  but  Part  II  was  devoted  almost  ex¬ 
clusively  to  John  Bickford  of  Oyster  River  and  his  descendants  and 
I  now  find  that  he  was  not  in  the  line  I  was  seeking.  In  the  fall 
of  1933  I  went  to  Boston  where  I  visited  the  library  of  the  New 
England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society  and  to  Dover,  N.  H. 
where  I  had  access  to  books  in  the  Historical  Division  of  the  Public 
Library.  In  these  libraries  I  learned  of  John  Bickford  of  Bloody 
Point  and  was  able  to  establish  the  line  of  descent  set  down  above. 


At  Newington  (old  name,  Bloody  Point)  I  called  on  Mr. 
Jackson  Hoyt,  an  83  year  old  patriarch,  who  has  many  genealogical 
records.  His  home  was  opposite  the  town  cemetery  where  there  had 
been  a  group  of  many  graves  of  pioneers  marked  only  by  rough  granite 
stones.  It  seems  that  some  years  ago  all  the  markers  had  been  re¬ 
moved  and  the  section  plowed  up.  In  all  probability  many  of  the 
old  Bickfords  of  Bloody  Point  we  are  interested  in  were  buried  in 
this  old  section. 


Prom  Dover  I  drove  to  South  Parsonsf ield,  Me.  and  visited 
the  farm  of  George5  Bickford  -  of  which,  more  later.

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RICHARD  GATOR 


Although,  he  is  not  a  Bickford ,  we  begin  with  Richard  Cator 
because  he  is  in  all  probability  the  oldest  forebear  in  the  line  of 
whom  a  record  will  ever  be  found.  His  name  is  variously  spelled, 
Cator,  Cater,  Catter,  and  some  authorities  think  that  possibly  some 
of  the  early  records  under  the  name  Carter  are  of  the  same  family. 

The  date  of  Richard* s  birth  is  unknown  and  was  probably 
about  1620.  One  record  states  he  was  dead  in  1681.  A  Bloody  Point 
tax  list  of  August  25,  1684  lists  "Widow  Catter."  He  was  an  early 
settler  at  Bloody  Point,  N.H.  and  his  name  appears  on  the  Grand 
Juries  of  1656,  1657,  1659,  1660,  1663  and  1670;  and  on  the  Dover 
tax  lists  from  1649  to  1677.  He  is  listed  as  a  freeman  about 
1653-54,  and  was  of  Dover  June  24,  1648,  as  he  deeded  land  to  one 
Mathew  Giles  on  that  date.  His  wife  is  nowhere  mentioned,  although 
it  is  known  he  was  married  as  early  as  1650.  Probably  his  wife 
died  early,  as  servants  are  named,  James  in  1651;  James  Muchemore 
1655;  Tho  Hayes  ("my  dame  Mary")  1682.  He  made  a  marriage  contract 
(2nd  marriage)  on  April  16,  1672  with  Mary  Ricord  of  Portsmouth, 
who  outlived  him.  He  had  a  grandson,  John  Bickford  Jr.,  at  the 
date  of  this  marriage  settlement. 

Richard  is  on  record  as  taking  the  oath  of  fidelity  on  a 
list  without  date  but  before  1655.  Prom  Scales  History  of  Dover 
"Rate  maed  the  12,  8,  1658  for  Mr.  Reyner,  his  prevetione"  (provision 
for  the  minister).  Under  Bloody  Point  this  list  gives  "Richard 
Catter  1  lb.  Is  Id."  His  name  further  appears  on  a  Declaration  for 
Massachusetts  Government  Oct.  9,  1665. 

The  facts  enumerated  above  regarding  Richard  Cator  are  not 
particularly  interesting,  but  with  an  ancestor  dating  that  far  back 
one  must  make  use  of  such  scant  facts  regarding  his  life  as  may  be 
found  in  the  records.  Richard  Cator,  by  his  first  wife,  had  two 
children.  One,  a  son  Richard,  who  was  admitted  to  the  North  Church 
of  Portsmouth,  April  20,  1693;  baptized  April  23,  1693,  "having  not 
been  baptized  in  infancy."  The  diary  of  the  Rev.  John  Pike  of  Dover 
says:-  "Land  was  given  to  this  son  1693-4,  in  addition  to  his 
' father *s  plantation*.  Richard  Cator  Jr.  died  of  small  pox  Dec.  23, 
1702. 

The  second  child  of  Richard  Cator  by  his  first  wife  was 
Elizabeth,  who  married  John1  Bickford  of  Bloody  Point,  N.  H.

JOHN1  BICKFORD 

The  date  of  his  birth  is  unknown  and  was  probably  about 
1640-45.  He  lived  at  Bloody  Point,  N.  H.  (now  Newington,  and 
formerly  part  of  Dover,  N.  H. )  and  was  in  all  probability  a  planter. 
His  name  appears  on  tax  lists  of  November  19,  1662  and  December  7, 
1663;  on  the  Grand  Jury,  1664;  on  the  tax  list  of  Dover  and  Durham 
1665  under  Bloody  Point;  on  a  tax  list  of  Dec.  2,  1666,  and  on  Dover 
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tax  list  No.  23  of  July  1667  under  Bloody  Point  as  John  Bickford 
No.  2.  His  name  further  appears  on  "Petitions  favoring  Massachusetts 
government  by  Pour  Towns,"  Oct.  22,  1677. 

The  children  of  John-1-  and  Elizabeth  Gator  Bickford  were:- 

John  Jr.  who  had  a  wife,  Jane  and  kn am  children: - 

Mary,  a  cripple,  died  unmarried  before  1705. 

Agnes,  a  minor  -  June  14,  1705,  married  Samuel  Lary 

John  Jr.  was  presented  for  drunkenness  June  24, 
1673.  His  name  appears  on  the  general  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  tax  list  of  August  25,  1684.  His  wife,  Jane 
was  a  member  of  the  Portsmouth  Church  when  she 
married  (second)  John  Dockum,  Sept.  29,  1691.

BENJAMIN2  BICKPORD 

Benjamin2  .Bickford  was  the  son  of  John1  Bickford  and 
Elizabeth  Gator  Bickford.  The  date  of  his  birth  is  unknown  and 
was  probably  about  1660.  He  was  living  as  late  as  March  18, 

1733-34,  as  his  name  appears  under  that  date  in  a  "Pinal  Division 
of  Common  Lands." 

"Benjamin  Bickford,  in  1694,  had  a  grant  of  thirty  acres 
next  to  his  house  on  the  highway  leading  from  Bloody  Point  to 
Greenland,  over  against  John  Hudson1 s  house.  He  was  constable  about 
this  time.  Dec.  7,  1702,  he  and  his  wife  Sarah,  deeded  to  John 
Knight  sixteen  acres  now  in  his  actual  possession,  formerly  the  land 
of  the  said  Benjamin  Bickford's  father,  lying  betwixt  Pine  Point  and 
Bloody  Point,  bounded  by  the  river  on  the  east,  by  road  on  the  west, 
on  the  north  by  land  of  Henry  Langstaff  and  on  the  south  by  land  of 
said  Knight,  formerly  of  Richard  Gator,  with  one  fourth  of  a  sawmill 
between  Knight's  and  the  land  now  sold.  This  looks  as  though 
Benjamin  Bickford  might  have  been  son  of  the  Bickford  who 

married  a  daughter  of  Richard  Cator.  The  will  of  Benjamin  Bickford 
of  Newington,  4  April  1724  -  2  June  1725,  is  signed  by  the  same 
mark  as  the  above  deed,  a  well  drawn  capital  B." 

He  was  of  Bloody  Point  as  early  as  1680  as  he  witnessed  a 
deed  in  that  year.  His  name  appears  on  a  list  of  those  pledged  to 
pay  the  minister's  salary  January  21,  1712-13.  At  a  town  meeting 
on  May  7,  1711,  Benjamin  Bickford  Sr.  was  elected  drover  for  Bloody 
Point.  April  6,  1702,  he  was  elected  "survaier  of  heywaies." 

Again  on  May  9,  1709  -  a  viewer  of  fences. 

There  is  a  record  that  at  a  meeting  in  Newington,  January 
21,  1713,  Benjamin  and  Benjamin  Jr.  were  present.  The  name  Benjamin 
Bickford  appears  in  an  account  book  kept  by  Capt.  John  Gerrish  that 
recorded  transactions  at  his  sawmill  at  Bellamies  Bank  in  1686-7. 


At  a  parish,  meeting  Jan,  21,  1712-13,  among  the  pledges 
for  the  minister's  salary,  appears  Benjamin  Bickford,  10s,  and  on 
the  same  list  Benjamin  Bickford  Jr,,  3s. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  Benjamin2  Bickford's  will 
dated  April  4,  1724,  It  is  copied  from  the  Probate  Records  of  the 
Province  of  New  Hampshire  State  Papers  Series,  Vol.  32,  p,  219:- 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen, 

I,  Benja  Bickford  of  the  Town  of  Newington  in  the  Province 
of  New  Hampse  in  New  England  Planter  being  in  Bodily  health  *  *  * 

Item  I  give  my  Now  Duelling  house  in  Newington  to  my  son 
Benjamin:  to  him  and  his  heirs  for  Ever:  he  paying  fifty 
shillings  in  money  to  Each  of  his  sisters  he  to  have  it  after 
his  mothers  Decease, 

Item  all  my  Lands  in  Newington  besides  where  the  above 
Dwelling  house  stands  on:  I  give  unto  my  son  Thomas,  he  paying 
Each  of  his  sisters  forty  shillings:  he  to  have  the  Said  Lands 
orchards  &  Barn  after  his  mothers  Decease  or  if  she  marry  then 
to  have  two  thirds  of  it  Imediatly  on  such  marriage. 

Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  Two  sons  John  &  Joseph  all 
my  Righ  to  any  Lands  in  Rochester  the  New  Township  Lately  Granted 
in  New  Hamps^  It  being  about  five  hundred  acres  to  them  the ire 
heirs  and  assignes  for  Ever  in  Equall  halfes  -  and  alsoe  what  stock 
is  Left  affter  theire  Mothers  Decease  to  be  in  Equall  halves 
Divided  betwixt  them  - 

Item  to  my  well  beloved  wife  I  give  all  my  houses  &  Lands  in 
Newington  Dureing  her  Widdowhood:  And  all  my  stock  of  Cattle  goods 
&  Chatties  w^soever  and  what  is  Left  after  her  Decease  of  my  stock 
to  be  Equally  Divided  betwixt  my  Two  sons  John  &  Joseph  - 

Item  to  my  Daughters  Mary,  Abigail,  Elizabeth,  &  Deborah,  I  give 
foure  pounds  ten  shilling  a  peice,  to  be  pd  Each  of  them  by  theire 
brothers  as  herein  before  Exprest:  and  All  my  household  Good  to  be 
Divided  Amongst  them  as  theire  Mother  shall  see  fit:  and  when  or 
how  she  shall  see  meet  - 

And  I  do  hereby  ordaine  make  &  appoint  my  well  beloved  son 
Thomas  Bickford  my  whole  &  sole  Executor  of  this  my  Last  will  and 
Testament;  And  I  Do  hereby  revoak,  Disannul  and  make  voide  all 
former  wills  &  Testaments  by  me  heretofore  made:  In  witness 
whereof  I  the  Said  Benjamin  Bickford  to  this  my  Last  Will  & 
Testament  on  this  halfe  sheet  of  Paper  have  set  my  hand  &  Seale 
after  the  words  (Stock,  &p&)  were  interlined  -  this  fourth  Day 
of  Aprill  anno  Domini  one  thousand  seven  hundred  &  twenty  foure. 
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signed  sealed  published  and  Declared  by  the  the  Mark  of

THOMAS5  BICKFORD 

(John1,  Benjamin2) 

Thomas^  Bickford  was  the  son  of  Benjamin2  Bickford  and 
his  wife  Sarah.  The  date  of  his  birth  is  unknown,  but  was  probably 
around  1690.  He  died  before  February  22nd,  1775.  On  July  26th, 

1711,  at  Greenland,  N.K'/.,  he  was  married  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Allen  to 
Sarah  Simeson.  (There  is  some  question  about  the  correctness  of 
this  name.  It  is ^thought  the  correct  name  was  Simpson  as  no  record 
whatever  could  be  found  regarding  any  Simeson  family  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.)  Thomas  lived  in  Bloody  Point,  now  Newington.  He  found  his 
bride  in  the  next  community  south,  Greenland.  On  December  12th,  1736 
Thomas  and  his  wife,  Sarah,  owned  the  covenant,  were  baptized,  and 
admitted  to  full  communion  in  the  church  of  Newington. 

His  will  of  January  3,  1770  and  February  22,  1775,  and 
the  baptisms  at  Newington  indicate  the  following  children: 

John,  bapt,  and  owned  the  covenant  Sept,  10,  1753,  children 
of  John  &  Mary  baptized  same  day  viz.:  Safah,  James  and 
Margaret .

(Land)  Westcombe. 

Thomas,  Benjamin,  Joseph  &  Sam'l  all  bapt.  Dec.  12,  1736. 
Ichabod,  bapt.  Dec.  12,  1736;  m.  July  18;  1762,  Rebecca 
Bickford.  He  had  the  homestead  in  Newington. 

Sarah,  bapt.  Dec.  12,  1736;  m.  Nov.  28,  1749,  Jos.  Pearl 
of  Rochester. 

Eleanor,  bapt.  Dec.  12,  1736;  m.  June  4,  1752,  Gideon  Walker .

EBENEZBR4  BICKFORD 
(John1,  Benjamin2,  Thomas'5) 

Ebenezer4  Bickford  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Simeson 
Bickford.  There  is  no  record  of  his  birth,  which  was  probably 
around  1716.  He  was  baptized  and  owned  the  covenant  October  18, 
1741.  It  is  known  that  he  was  of  Durham  March  22,  1763,  for  on  that 
day  he  received  a  deed  from  his  father  of  land  in  Barnstead. 

On  February  1,  1741  he  was  married  at  Newington  to  Ann 
Quint.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  Rowe  Quint,  who 
were  married  as  early  as  1725.  This  Ann  Rowe ,  in  turn,  was  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Rowe.  The  children  of  Ebenezer  and  Ann  with  the 
dates  of  their  baptism  in  Newington  were  as  follows:

*  GEORGE5  BICKFORD 

(John1,  Benjamin^,  Thomas5,  Ebenezer4) 

George ^  Bickford  was  the  son  of  Ebenezer  and  Ann  Quint 
Bickford,  and  was  born  at  Dover,  N.  H.  March  21,  1742,  and  died 
in  1830  at  Parsonsf ield,  Maine.  (To  properly  understand  these 
notes  one  should  remember  that  the  present  towns  of  Durham,  Lee, 
Newington  (Bloody  Point)  and  some  others,  were  a  part  of  Dover. 
Localities  such  as  Oyster  River,  Dover  Neck,  Cocehco  and  Lubberland 
were  also  part  of  Dover.) 

George  went  as  a  pioneer  from  Dover  to  New  Durham,  N.  H. 
before  1768-70.  There,  about  1765,  he  married  Annie  Granville,  a 
descendant  of  Lord  Granville  of  England.  They  had  five  children 
while  in  New  Durham.  About  1778  they  removed  to  South  Parsonsf ield, 
Maine,  where  George  took  up  about  1000  acres  of  land  on  the  south 
road. 
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"The  history  of  Parsonsfield  speaks  of  him  as  one  of  the 
early  settlers  and  leading  men  of  the  town.  On  the  19th  of  May, 

1780,  occurred  the  famous  ‘Dark  Day'.  The  darkness  was  so  great 
that  candles  were  lighted  in  the  house;  hut  strange  to  say,  we  get 
our  first  clear  view  of  our  Ancestor  on  that  day;  it  is  recorded 
that  ‘he  was  planting  corn’  with  the  help  of  his  neighbor.  Elisha 
Piper.  Of  his  grand  children,  fourteen  are  still  living  (1898). 

One  of  them,  Mrs.  Julia  Piper  of  Boston,  remembers  to  have  seen  him 
at  her  father’s  house  in  Newburgh  in  1825,  when  for  the  first  and 
only  time  he  visited  the  six  children  who  had  early  settled  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  state.  She  remembers  him  as  ‘tall  and  straight, 
with  a  long  white  beard*." 

He  married  as  second  wife  Sally  Gilman  of  Gilmantown,  N.  H. 
One  son,  Gideon,  was  born  to  them,  of  whose  children  seven  were 
living  in  1898. 

George  will  be  found  listed  in  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1790 
under  Parsonsfield,  Me.,  his  household  consisting  of  2  white  males 
over  16,  5  males  under  16,  and  4  females. 

The  three  following  quotations  are  from  the  History  of 
Parsonsfield,  Me.,  by  J.  W.  Dearborn,  published  1888  (the  generation 
numbers  I  have  added) :- 

"George5  Bickford  came  to  Parsonsfield  in  1778;  had  sons 
Stephen,  George  Jr.,  Thomas,  James,  Ichabod,  Ebenezer,  Gideon,  and 
daughters  Judith  and  Rhoda.  Stephen6  remained  on  homestead;  had 
sons  George,  Ira  H.  and  James.  George  ?  resided  in  town,  and  had  a 
numberous  family,  two  of  whom,  John  and  James,  occupy  the  homestead. 
Gideon6  married  Miss  Piper;  removed  to  North  Parsonsfield;  raised 
a  large  family  -  none  now  living  in  town  save  Mary,  the  wife  of 
Andrew  McChapman.  Ira  H.7,  son  of  Stephen6  married  a  daughter  of 
Noah  Burnham,  and  resides  in  Boston." 

"Next  we  find  the  old  homesteads  of  Elisha  Piper,  Levi 
Howe,  the  blacksmith,  George  Bickford,  Major  Zebulon  Pease,  the 
old  trapper,  and  Enoch  Hale,  the  cabinet  maker.  -----  On  the 
brook,  south  of  the  road  traveled,  there  have  been  three  sawmills 
within  the  memory  of  man.  Bickford's  is  yet  operated." 

"Under  the  caption,  Residents,  1785  -  "Tradition,  con¬ 
sidered  reliable,  says,  there  were  sixty-two  names  of  resident  tax¬ 
payers  in  the  first  list.  Their  names,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
traced,  and  place  of  residence,  are  here  given:-  (and  then  among 
others  is  given  George  Bickford,  South  Road,  Bickford  farm)." 

On  October  26,  1933  I  hired  a  car  and  driver  at  Dover  and 
headed  for  Parsonsfield  to  try  to  find  the  grave  of  George5. 
Parsonsfield  is  really  a  township  about  eight  to  ten  miles  on  a 
side  and  there  is  a  North  Parsonsfield,  an  East  and  a  South  Parsons¬ 
field.  It  was  in  the  latter  that  George  took  up  his  land  of  several 
square  miles.  I  found  there  an  old  man,  John  Bickford,  born  1849.

He  kept  the  last  Bickford  sawmill  there,  which  he  tore  down  some 
years  ago  because  of  competition  from  portable  saw -mills.  His  line 
was  George  (our  George5)  Stephen,  George  Washington.  He  and  his 
wife  were  very  hospitable  and  invited  me  and  the  driver  to  mid-day 
dinner  and  a  right  good  one  it  was. 

Up  the  road  a  bit  was  the  old  Bickford  home  of  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  possibly  built  by  his  father,  Stephen.  In  the  field  not  far 
from  the  big  barn  was  the  family  burial  plot  about  60  feet  square, 
and  set  off  by  walls  of  the  field  stones  which  abound  there.  In 
this  plot  I  hoped  to  find  the  grave  of  George5.  It  was  undoubtedly 
there,  but  the  older  graves  were  marked  only  with  head  and  foot 
stones  on  which  there  had  never  been  inscriptions.  This  is  a  bit 
odd  as  there  were  two  graves  of  children  who  died  in  1826  with  slate 
stones,  inscribed,  and  George5  did  not  die  until  1830. 

I  took  several  snap  shots  of  the  burial  plot.-  It  was 
quite  difficult  to  get  a  good  view  as  there  was  no  high  ground  in  the 
vicinity.  However,  by  scrambling  up  into  the  cobwebby  loft  of  the 
old  barn,  and  by  poking  the  lens  of  my  camera  thru  a  broken  window 
pane,  I  managed  to  get  a  good,  though  somewhat  distant  view  of  it. 

From  head-stones  in  the  plot  I  copied  these  inscriptions *.-

GEORGE6  BICKFORD 

(John1,  benjamin2,  Thomas3,  Ebenezer4,  George5) 

"George6  Bickford,  horn  in  New  Durham,  N.  H. ,  1770.  He 
moved  from  Parsonsfield  to  Newburgh  about  1805.  He  bought  land  on 
the  South  Road  near  the  Dixmont  line,  a  lot  which  had  been  chosen 

by  -  Moffat,  who  sold  out  and  moved  away.  He  m.  1798,  Lydia 

Dodge,  b.  1769,  d.  Apr.  13,  1837.  He  was  a  thriving  farmer;  had  a 
sawmill,  one  of  the  first  in  the  country;  had  built  a  fine,  large 
frame  house  and  kept  tavern,  1812,  when  on  June  6,  he  was  fatally 
injured  by  a  falling  tree  while  lumbering  in  the  woods.  He  left  a 
large  family  and  an  estate  encumbered  with  debt;  but  the  widow  and 
the  children  kept  the  home  and  paid  all  the  debt."  * 

George6  and  his  brothers  Thomas,  Ichabod,  Ebenezer  and 
James  all  came  to  Newburgh,  Me.  Ebenezer  kept  the  Bickford  Tavern  on 
the  Middle  Road. 

Of  the  children,  Isaac1?  succeeded  to  his  father* s  farm  and 
lived  on  it  from  six  years  of  age  until  the  day  of  his  death  in 
1889.  Isaac7  had  four  children,  the  youngest  of  whom  was  George8, 
who  in  turn  succeeded  to  the  farm  and  lived  there  until  he  died  in 
1918.  Apparently  Isaac*?  had  only  one  grandchild,  Ansel  G,9,  son  of 
Greenfield8,  said  Ansel  dying  May  1,  1891,-  so  that  Isaac's  immediate 
line  seems  to  have  died  out  and  when  I  visited  the  farm  in  September, 
1932,  it  was  no  longer  in  the  Bickford  family,  the  homestead  being 
occupied  by  a  Mrs.  Hattie  Leavett.  On  the  farm  is  located  what  was 
originally  the  private  burial  ground  of  George6,  but  which  in  recent 
years  has  been  turned  into  a  public  cemetery.  Here  lie  buried 
George6  and  his  wife  Lydia;  Thomas6  and  his  wife  Nancy  Pease;  Isaac*? 
and  his  wife  Eunice;  all  of  Isaac's*?  four  children,  and  his  grandson 
Ansel;  Rufus8  Bickford,  and  Granville8  Bickford,  the  latter  two  being 
sons  of  Asa*?. 

The  children  of  George6  and  Lydia  Dodge  Bickford  were:- 

Isaac  b.  in  Parsonsfield,  Me.,  May  26,  1799,  m.  Eunice  Gardner,  had 

4  children,  d.  in  Newburgh  April  14,  1889. 

Nancy  b.  in  Parsonsfield,  Me.,  Nov.  17,  1800,  m.  Ephraim  Loud,  had 

11  children,  d.  in  Plymouth  July  31,  1872. 

Lydia  b.  in  Parsonsfield,  Me.,  June  2,  1802,  m.  Moody  Mansur,  had 

9  children,  d.  in  Monroe,  Mar.  19,  187-? 

7%,  7~Asa  b,  in^Parsonsf ield,  Me.,  Oct.  11,  1804,  m.  Cynthia  Holmes,  had 

children,  d.  in  Jacksonville,  Ill.  Sept.  2,  1881 

Eliza  b.  in  Newburgh,  Me.,  July  15,  1806,  m.  Holton  Mansur,  had 

10  children,  d.  in  Monroe,  Me.,  Aug.  7,  1875. 
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Sabrina  b.  in  Newburgh,  Me.,  May  31,  1808,  m.  Joshua  Loud,  had 
13  children,  d.  in  Plymouth,  Aug.  11,  1883. 

Geo.  Washington  b.  in  Newburgh,  Me,,  March  30,  1810,  m.  Cassandra 
Bickford,  had  5  children,  d.  in  Dixmont,  April  23,  1862. 

Rhoda  b.  in  Newburgh,  Me.,  Mch.  28,  1812,  m.  Geo.  Bickford,  son 
of  Thomas4  (a  first  cousin)  had  1  child,  d.  1832. 

As  indicative  of  the  size  of  families  in  early  days,  it 
may  be  noted  that  George5  had  8  children  and  57  grandchildren.

ASA7  BICKFORD 

(Johnl,  Benjamin^,  Thomas5,  Ebenezer4,  George5,  George5) 

ASA7  BICKFORD  was  born  in  Parsonsf ield,  Me.,  Oct.  11,  1804, 
the  son  of  George5  and  his  wife  Lydia.  It  was  in  1805  that  his 
father  removed  to  Newburgh  and  took  up  the  farm  on  the  South  Road. 

No  doubt  Asa  spent  his  boyhood  and  youth  on  this  farm.  He  married 
Cynthia  Holmes  most  probably  in  1826,  although  I  have  been  unable  to 
find  a  record  of  the  marriage.  Most  likely  this  marriage  took  place 
in  Newburgh  or  some  near  by  town.  Cynthia,  the  daughter  of  John 
Holmes  and  Judith  Merrill  Holmes,  was  born  May  18,  1807. 

Asa  and  Cynthia  had  children:-  Rufus,  Granville,  Cynthia, 
Harriet  and  Charles.  In  those  days  it  was  usual  for  children  to 
be  born  in  rather  rapid  succession,  a  year  or  two  apart.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  these  five  children  were  born  respectively  in  1827, 
1832,  1839,  1844  and  1847,  20  years  elapsing  between  the  births  of 
the  eldest  and  youngest. 

Prom  an  examination  of  the  land  records  of  the  County  of 
Waldo  at  Belfast  in  September,  1932,  I  learned  that  Asa  on  May  20th, 
1844,  purchased  the  Damon  farm  in  Monroe  consisting  of  about  127 
acres;  that  in  making  the  purchase  Asa  gave  back  a  mortgage  which 
was  discharged  May  27,  1847;  that  on  September  16,  1854,  Asa  sold 
this  farm  to  Reuben  and  Jas.  A.  Thurlough,  taking  back  a  mortgage. 
After  selling  his  farm  Asa  migrated  to  Illinois,  settling  at  Joy 
Prairie.  This  date  of  his  removal  to  Illinois  is  confirmed  in  the 
funeral  notice  of  his  wife  Cynthia,  which  appeared  in  the  Jackson¬ 
ville  Daily  Journal  of  Dec.  30,  1891.  On  Sept.  19,  1859,  Asa 
assigned  $650  of  the  mortgage  notes  (which  he  took  back  when  he  sold 
his  farm  to  the  Thurloughs)  to  Moody  Mansure,  his  brother-in-law  of 
Waldo  County,  Me.,  said  assignment  describing  Asa  as  a  citizen  of 
County  of  Morgan,  State  of  Illinois.  The  farm  purchased  by  Asa  in 
1844  is  described  as  follows: 

"The  Damon  farm,  so  called  and  the  south  part  of  Lot  No. 18 
in  letter  C  tract,  in  said  town  and  bounded  and  butted  as  follows, 
viz.:  Beginning  at  a  hemlock  tree  marked  P  on  Marsh  stream  at  the 
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east  corner  of  lot  17,  owned  "by  Simon  Emery:  thence  northerly  hy 
said  Emery's  east  line  68  rods  to  the  road:  thence  eastward  hy  said 
road  65  rods:  thence  northerly  hy  land  in  possession  of  said  Simon 
Emery  84  rods  to  land  in  possession  of  I.  Emery,  thence  N.  70°, 

E.  59-|  rods  to  stake,  thence  N.  20° ,  W.  3  rods  to  a  stake;  thence 
N.  70°  E.  44  rods  to  stake  at  land  of  Robert  Gould;  thence  south 
easterly  hy  said  Gould's  land  and  the  ledge  (?)  lot,  so  called, 
to  Isaiah  Ricker's  land,  100  rods:  thence  westerly  hy  said  Ricker's 
land  100  rods  to  stake  and  stones  on  the  east  line  of  said  lot  No. 18; 

thence  following  the  line  of  said  lot  No. 18  about  123  rods  to  Marsh 

stream;  thence  up  said  stream  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing 
125  acres  more  or  less.  Reserving  therefrom  all  legally  established 
roads  thereon  and  also  10  acres  of  said  premises  previously  deeded 
to  said  Thurloughs . " 

While  in  the  neighborhood  in  Sept,,  1932-,  I  visited  this 
farm  at  one  time  owned  by  Asa.  I  learned  that  the  farm  house  had 

burned  down  many  years  ago.  Mrs.  Nelson  J.  Curtis  of  Monroe  told 

me  she  remembered  clearly  the  basement  hole  which  her  uncle,  as  they 
drove  by,  pointed  out  as  that  of  the  old  Bickford  homestead,  A 
public  road  runs  thru  the  farm  on  which  there  is  a  bridge  over  Marsh 
stream.  This  bridge  to  this  day  is  generally  known  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  as  the  Bickford  Bridge. 

At  the  time  Asa  and  Cynthia  migrated  to  Illinois,  of  their 
children  Rufus  was  already  dead  and  Granville  was  then  22  years  old. 
The  presumption  is  that  he  stayed  behind  because  he  died  in  1860  and 
was  buried  on  the  George6  farm  and  in  those  days  it  is  not  likely 
-  they  would  have  brought  his  body  back  to  Maine  had  he  died  in 

Illinois.  The  three  younger  children  no  doubt  went  to  Illinois  with 
their  parents.  Everything  indicates  that  when  Asa  and  Cynthia  first 
went  to  Illinois  they  settled  at  Joy  Prairie,  a  hamlet  in  Morgan 
County  about  eight  miles  from  Chapin,  Ill.  At  Joy  Prairie  was  a  man 
named  Lyman  Joy,  who  had  two  sons,  Edward  and  Charley,  both  still 
living  (1932).  Charley  says  he  remembers  my  mother  well  and  that 
she  was  his  Sunday  School  teacher.  All  he  remembers  of  Asa  is  that 
Asa  bought  a  farm  of  his  father,  lived  on  it  about  two  years,  saw 
that  he  could  not* pay  for  it  and  turned  it  back.  Asa  then  presumably 
removed  to  a  farm  near  Jacksonville. 

Of  the  lives  and  activities  of  Asa  and  Cynthia  in  Joy 
Prairie  and  Jacksonville,  little  is  known.  I  went  to  Jacksonville 
in  Feb.  1932  in  search  of  information  and  made  the  acquaintance 
for  the  first  time  of  my  first  cousin,  Zelika  Bickford  Edelbrook. 

With  her  I  visited  the  old  home  of  my  grandparents  -  the  place  I 
visited  with  my  mother  in  1884,  when  I  was  seven  years  old. 

I  have  a  few  recollections  of  the  trip.  Getting  up  at 
some  hotel  enroute  at  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  catch  a 
train;  crossing  the  Mississippi;  sleeping  on  the  floor  at  grandma's; 
the  red  currents  growing  alongside  the  house;  going  to  the  pasture 
for  the  cow  with  Uncle  Charlie;  the  fire-flies  in  the  evening;  going 
to  ‘town  in  the  buggy  with  Uncle  Charlie  and  on  the  way  home  he  bought 
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some  bananas  to  surprise  the  family  (evidently  they  were  a  rare 
treat)  and  I  gave  the  secret  away  and  he  was  provoked  with  me;  my 
sister  Maude  was  with  us  -  then  about  2  years  old  and  in  attempting 
to  help  her  out  of  the  buggy  in  the  barn,  we  both  fell  and  she  hurt 
her  ankle. 

In  company  with  Zelika  I  drove  to  Diamond  Grove,  a  beauti¬ 
ful,  well-wooded  cemetery  in  the  outskirts  of  town  and  visited  the 
Bickford  burial  plot.  From  the  head-stones  I  copied  these  inscrip¬ 
tions  :  - 


Asa  Bickford  Died  Sept.  4,  1881 

Aged  76  y.  10  mo.  26  da. 

Cynthia,  wife  of  Asa  Bickford,  Died 
Dec.  27,  1891,  Aged  84  y. 

Charles  S.  Bickford  -  1847-1922 

I  then  went  to  the  Public  Library  where  I  found  in  old 
files  of  the  Jacksonville  Daily  Journal  the  death  notices  of  my 
grandparents.  I  almost  missed  finding  Asa's,  notice  because  his 
tombstone  gave  the  date  of  his  death  as  Sept.  4,  and  I  searched 
the  files  for  that  day  and  several  days  following.  It  developed 
that  the  tombstone  was  wrong.  He  actually  died  on  Sept.  2,  and 
was  buried  Sept.  4. 

Under  date  of  Saturday,  Sept.  3,  1881:- 

"The  funeral  of  Asa  Bickford  will  occur  Sunday,  Sept.  4, 
at  10  A.  M.  at  the  family  residence,  two  miles  east  of  Jacksonville. 
Services  by  Rev.  P.  N.  Minear.  The  deceased  was  nearly  77  years  of 
age  and  has  been  a  resident  of  Morgan  County  for  27  years.  He  has 
been  failing  in  health  since  early  last  spring  and  died  peacefully 
at  his  home  yesterday  afternoon.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children 
Mrs.  Hattie  Mueller  and  Mr,  C.  S.  Bickford." 

Further,  under  date  of  Dec.  30,  1891  I  found  this:- 

"At  4:45  P.  M,  Sunday  Mrs.  Cynthia  Bickford  peacefully 
breathed  her  last  at  her  home  206  Michigan  Avenue,  corner  of  East 
Street.  Death  wa£  principally  the  result  of  old  age,  there  being 
no  special  disease.  The  deceased  was  born  in  Maine,  May  18,  1807, 
and  47  years  later  removed  to  this  state,  locating  with  her  husband 
on  Joy  Prairie,  where  they  lived  for  a  long  time,  subsequently 
removing  to  this  city.  Her  husband  and  two  daughters  died  some 
years  since  and  she  has  made  her  home  with  her  son  Charles,  who 
survives  her."

HARRIET8  BICKFORD 

(John1,  Benjamin2,  Thomas3,  Ebenezer^,  George5,  George0,  Asa7) 

HARRIET8  ELENOR  BICKFORD  was  born  in  Monroe,  Me.,  July  11, 
1844.  She  removed  to  Illinois  with  her  parents  when  ten  years  old. 
While  teaching  school  in  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa,  she  met  Joseph 
Mueller,  an  immigrant  of  German  blood  from  Lobendau,  Bohemia,  now 
Czechoslovakia.  From  the  Mueller  family  bible  it  appears  that  they 
were  married  at  Jacksonville,  Ill.,  by  the  Rev,  E.  Tuthill  on  Sept. 
22,  1870.  Harriet  and  her  husband  were  members  of  the  Congregational 
Church  and  active  in  its  affairs.  For  many  years  Joseph  played  the 
pipe-organ  in  the  church  and  trained  the  choir.  (Incidentally,  that 
was  the  first  pipe-organ  installed  west  of  the  Mississippi  in  this 
country. ) 


Harriet  was  much  interested  in  the  Chautauqua  Literary  and 
Scientific  Circle.  She  was  of  a  sunny,  lively  disposition,  much 
interested  in  people  and  events.  Rather  tall,  fair  complexioned 
with  a  wealth  of  chestnut  brown  hair  reaching  almost  to  her  knees. 
(At  the  time  of  her  death  a  swatch  of  her  hair  was  cut  and  from  it 
two- braided,  gold-mounted  watch  chains  were  made.  One  of  these  is 
now  in  my  possession.) 
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Following  lier  marriage  Harriet  spent  the  rest  of  her  life 
in  Council  Bluffs.  In  1884  her  husband  built  the  brick  home  at  722 
Willow  Ave.,  which  still  stands.  There  were  five  children  not 
counting  a  stillborn  infant.  She  died  in  child-birth  at  1:00  A.  M. 
Dec.  4,  1885  of  congealment  of  blood  in  the  heart  (after  giving 
birth  to  Hattie  M.)  aged  41  years,  4  months  and  23  days.  She  lies 
buried  beside  her  husband  in  Walnut  Hills  Cemetery,  Council  Bluffs.

manufacturers. 

Charles  was  married  Jan.  26,  1899  to  Veronica  (19  years 
old)  a  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.

CHARLES8  SARGANT  BICKFORD  was  born  in  Monroe,  Maine  on 
Dec.  18,  1847,  and  removed  to  Illinois  with  his  parents  in  1854. 
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March  5,  1872,  he  married  Mary  Agnes  Kimball  (born  Sept,  30,  1851 
at  Bethel,  Ill,)  at  Chapin,  Ill.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Marcus 
and  Katherine  McPherson  Kimball.  About  June,  1882  he  was  divorced. 
After  leaving  his  wife  he  made  his  home  with  his  mother  in  Jackson¬ 
ville  and  at  one  time  had  a  dairy  business.  The  latter  years  of 
his  life  he  spent  in  Old  Soldiers  Homes.  He  died  June  11,  1922  at 
Meredosia,  Ill.  and  was  buried  by  the  Masons  alongside  his  parents 
in  Diamond  Grove  Cemetery,  Jacksonville. 

I  quote  below  from  a  letter  received  from  Mrs.  Ed.  Hudson, 
219  South  Second  St,,  Pekin,  Ill.: 

"In  regard  to  the  letter  received  inquiring  about  your  uncle 
Mr.  Chas.  Bickford.  Yes,  we  are  the  family  in  whose  home  he 
died,  but  he  did  not  live  with  us.  He  lived  just  next  door  in 
a  house  we  rented  him. 

It  was  on  Sunday,  June  11,  that  my  husband  and  I  came  home 
from  church  and  your  uncle  was  sitting  in  his  yard  under  a 
shade  tree.  He  had  not  been  feeling  very  well  so  we  just 
went  over  to  see  how  he  was  and  he  said  he  felt  pretty  bad. 

It  was  a  very  warm  day,  so  we  said  to  him,  'Come  on  over  to 
our  house,  daddy.'  So  he  came  over  to  our  home.  He  kept 
feeling  so  bad  that  we  sent  for  a  doctor,  but  he  lived  only 
about  two  hours.  We  all  thought  there  was  nobody  quite  like 
him.  He  never  lived  with  us  but  several  times  he  would  get 
tired  of  his  own  cooking  and  would  come  to  board  with  us  for 
maybe  two  or  three  weeks  and  then  he  would  go  back  to  his 
own  home  again.  He  was  sure  a  mighty  fine  old  gentleman." 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  at  Washington  show  that 
(at  the  age  of  17)  on  June  9,  1864  he  was  mustered  into  Company  C, 
145th  Regiment  of  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry  and  that  he  was 
mustered  out  and  honorably  discharged  as  a  private  on  Sept.  23,  1864. 
The  Office  of  the  Adjutant  General  at  Springfield,  Ill.  confirms 
the  dates  of  the  War  Dept,  at  Washington  but  adds  that  he  enlisted 
May  7,  1864  and  that  he  was  mustered  in  for  a  period  of  100  days; 
that  he  was  mustered  out  at  Camp  Butler,  Ill.,  that  he  was  18  years 
old  at  time  of  enlistment.  (Here,  no  doubt,  Charles  excusably 
stretched  the  truth  in  order  to  qualify.  Actually  he  was  only 
16  years  old  at  the  time.)

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COLLATERAL  LINES 


A  considerable  but  by  no  means  exhaustive  search  has  been 
made  on  collateral  lines  without  uncovering  a  great  deal  of  infor¬ 
mation.  It  is  doubtful  if  anything  will  ever  be  found  regarding  the 
families  of  the  wives  of  the  first  three  generations  of  Bickfords 
covered  by  these  notes.  A  further  search  might  unearth  something 
with  regard  to  the  families  of  Annie  Granville  and  Judith  Merrill. 

I  have  collected  considerable  data  regarding  Joseph  Mueller,  and  in 
1930  made  a  trip  to  his  native  village  in  Germany,  where  I  was  able 
to  secure  information  back  several  generations.  R.  Scott  Mueller, 
Jr.  has  gathered  quite  complete  information  on  the  Kepler  and  Puller 
lines.  Edward  H.  de  Coningh  of  Cleveland  has  quite  a  complete 
history  of  the  de  Coningh  family  in  Holland  in  the  original  Dutch. 

HOLMES 

On  Nov.  4,  1804  John  Holmes  married  Judith  Merrill.  There 
children  were:-

The  spellings  of  Cynthia  and  Harriet  are  obvious  mistakes. 
It  was  this  Cynthia  Holmes  who  married  Asa7  Bickford. 

The  data  is  taken  from  a  book  on  "Vital  Statistics  of 
Belfast,  Me." 

The  History  of  Belfast  states  there  were  148  people  in  the 
town  in  1800.  At  that  time  there  were  no  Holmes  listed  and  the  only 
Merrill  was  Wiggins  Merrill. 

Nothing  has  been  found  about  the  ancestors  of  John  Holmes 
and  Judith  Merrill  tho  no  extended  search  has  been  made. 


QUINT 

The  wife  of  Ebenezer4  Bickford  was  one  Ann  Quint,  She 
was  the  daughter  of  John  Quint  and  Ann  Rowe,  who  were  married  as 
early  as  1725.  John  was  of  Bloody  Point,  N.  H.  and  he  signed  a 
petition  July  15,  1713.  John,  in  turn,  was  possibly  a  son  of 
Thomas  Quint,  who  appeared  on  a  Greenland  and  Sandy  Beach  tax  list 
of  1684. 

The  children  of  John  and  Ann  Rowe  Quint  were:-

Richard1  Rowe  resided  in  Dover,  N.  H.  and  was  dead  in  1703 
or  5.  He  married  Susanna  -  as  early  as  1645. 

State  Papers  of  N.  H.  Vol.  XXXI  p.  510:-  In  1703  Susanna 
Rowe  "being  weak  and  Antient"  renounces  administration  on  the  Estate 
of  her  husband,  Richard  Rowe,  and  requests  the  appointment  of  her  son 
Thomas  Rowe.  Administration  on  the  estate  of  Richard  Rowe  of  Dover 
granted  to  his  son,  Thomas  Rowe,  Dec.  6,  1703. 

Bond  of  Thomas  fixed  at  L  200.  Inventory  of  Jan.  10, 

1703-4  amounted  to  L  81:18:0;  claims  against  Richard*s  estate 
amounted  to  L  37:9:1.  "2:3  mo.  1662  Richard  Rooe  exsepted  an 

inhabetant  of  Dover."  "At  a  training  the  21  June  (1669)  these 
persones  have  ta  —  the  oath  of  fiedeliety"  (And  among  about  18 
signers  the  name  of  Richard  Rowe  appears.) 

Richard  was  taxed  at  Oyster  River  1662-1672,  and  signed  a 
petition  to  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts  Feb.  20,  1689. 

The  children  of  Richard  and  Susanna  Rowe  were  -  Thomas^, 
Edward,  and  Jane,  who  married  John  Dam  Jr. 

Thomas^  Rowe  was  the  son  of  Richard  and  Susanna  Rowe 
and  resided  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  N.  H,  State  Papers,  Vol,  XXXI, 
p.  511,  512  &  513  detail  at  length  the  division  of  the  father* s 
(Richard* s)  estate  among  the  three  children  Thomas,  Edward  and 
J  ane . 


In  the  book  "Dover  Marriages"  he  is  listed  as  married, 
with  the  name  of  his  wife  unknown.  This  same  book  states  that  Ann 
Rowe,  who  married  John  Q,uint  of  Newington  as  early  as  1725  was  a 
daughter  of  Thomas^  Rowe.  There  was  also  a  son  Thomas^  who  kept 
a  fast  with  his  pastor  Oct.  26,  1715;  m.  Jan.  17,  1721  to  Rachel 
Peavey .
